Haven’t ReAohed That Point la tha Ship 
^Vhura the Trouble Broke Fotth, It 
Would Seem from the Latest DUputches 
Llttlo U«e Talking ofllringing Hume 
the Dead and tho Horrible Reason for 
This Distressing Statement. 


W ashington,

25.—R um ors

sta rtlin g discoveries in th e w reck of the 
M aine w ere less frequent, b u t th ere 
w ere enough of them still aflo at yes­ 
terd ay to w a rra n t S ecretary Long in 
m aking th is sta te m e n t to th e new s­ 
p a p e r m en as he left his ofiice: “S um ­ 
m ing up th e sk u atio n , I should say th a t 
th e 
navy 
d ep a rtm en t 
know s 
today 
nothing m ore ab o u t th e cause of the 
d isaster th a n it did five m inutes a fte r 
th e receipt of th e first dispatch from 
C aptain Sigsbee.” T he se creta ry ’s a t ­ 
ten tio n w as d raw n to 
th e 
published 
sta te m e n t th a t C ap tain C row nlnshleld, 
chief of th e b u reau of navigation, had 
Ju st arriv ed a t T am pa, Fla., on the 
M ontgom ery, from a 
trip 
to 
Cuba, 
w here he had been inspecting prospect­ 
ive coaling statio n s n e a r M atanzas. T he 
se c re ta ry ’s com m ent w as sim ply this: 
"C ap tain C row nlnshleld has not been to 
C uba. H e has been off w ith his boy on 
m a tte rs not in an y w ise connected w ith 
th e business of th e n a v y .” 


Dlsputch from Captain Slgnbee. 


T he only exact Inform ation received 
by the navy d ep a rtm en t from H av an a 
d u rin g th e day w as conveyed in C ap­ 
ta in Sigsbee’s telegram , w hich sim ply 
told n othing th a t Indicates w h a t th e 
people w an t to know —how th e explo­ 
sion occurred. If he h ad found any ev i­ 
dence th a t would in th e slig h test degree 
ju stify any conclusion or even inference 
as to how th e d isaster occurred he did 
not say so In th is dispatch. A nd this is 
in spite of th e fact, as sta te d in th e 
telegram , th a t the divers have been 
dow n a ft seven days and forw ard four 
days. T his sta te m e n t gave th e 
navy 
d ep artm en t the first Inform ation of the 
tim es th a t the divers had been in the 
vicinity of the 
"zone of explosion.” 
T his zone is confined to the forw ard 
p a rt of th e ship and, w hile the divers 
h av e been dow n a ft for the la st week, 
th e ir w ork forw ard in the vicinity of 
th e large m agazine h a s been In pro g ­ 
re ss only fo u r days, w hich presum ably 
began on M onday a n d included y es­ 
terd ay . 


Dead Cannot'lle Brought Home. 


One sta te m e n t In th e dispatch, th a t 
"frien d s of the dead should u n d erstan d 
w e are In the tro p ics,” is understood a t 
th e navy d ep a rtm en t to refe r to the 
u rg e n t pleas of relatives of the dead 
th a t they be b ro ught 
to th e 
U nited 
S tates. T hese appeals continue to be 
received here, and w hile th ey excite 
th e deepest sy m p ath y of officials, no 
hope can be held out th a t th e dead can 
be brought back. T here are circum ­ 
stan ces w hich, if th ey could be m ade 
know n, would end such 
appeals and 
w'ould show th a t th e dep artm en t h as 
n o t been w an tin g In a desire to bring 
th e rem ains to 
this 
country’. These 
circum stances 
have 
been 
w ithheld, 
m ainly th ro u g h a desire to save friends 
an d 
relativ es 
from 
the 
p ain 
which 
w ould be caused by a full disclosure of 
th e effect of the explosion. 
The m en 
w ere sleeping on the b erth deck, w ith 
m etal floors and ceilings, w hich by th e 
force of the terrific 
explosion w ere 
ground to g eth er into a confused m ass. 
K now ing this, th ere Is little hope th a t 
m an y of th e bodies still m issing will be 
found, or. If found, th a t they will be in 
a condition to be brought home. 


Koni» DifllvultieH Shown by This. 


L ate la st night the navy d ep artm en t 
received tw o b rief teleg ram s from C ap­ 
ta in Sigsbee a t H av an a. 
One related 
to som e ro u tin e m atter, and th e o ther 
is as follows: 
"D ivers rep o rt 
m ore 
bodlPH In th e wreck. 
Some a re In h am ­ 
m ocks Involved In the debris. Probably 
n ot recognizable.” 
T his dispatch Indi­ 
cates th a t the divers have finally se­ 
cured at least a p artial en tran ce to the 
q u a rte rs in th e fo rw ard p art of the v e s­ 
sel 
w here th e crew w as asleep w hen 
th e exploilon occurred, and under w hich 
w ere the m agazines. 
The fact th a t th e 
divers 
w ere unable to ex trica te 
th e 
bodies show s the fearful obstacles a g a in st 
w hichthey are o perating, and bears out 
the belief th a t the w ork of sub-m arine 
in v estig atio n will necessarily proceed 
slowly.

prospect it will soon rank with the best 
institutions of learning in this country. 
Xever before was there so much to b(; 
encouraged over as at the present time. 


la order to stand in the front rank it 
is necessary that Albion college should 
have financial aid. and the loyal Meth- 
otdisls and supporters of Methodism in 
the state could not rear a more lasting 
and worthy numument than by remem­ 
bering Albion wiiU a liV)era"l gift of 
money. Certainly if the 
Methodist

With a very few ex­ 
ceptions the great fortunes In this coun­ 
try are invested In s u c h »ccurltlcH. The 
delinquency ap|>ears to

largely in our great cities. Ileeent in­ 
vestigation of students of 
|K)litical 
science and recent tables t)i*e|uii*ed by 
state oniclals tiave dlHclo-^cd an a|>paU- 
inff condition of thl*!grí. The evil 
seems to have been progressing until, 
in some of our great eenters of popula- 
lion and wealth, tlieí*e itiriii?* c»f per­ 
sonal property seem to have liecn al­ 
most eliminated from the lax lis^t.

T he Case Presented by the Com­ 
plainants Not Enjoyed by Col. 


Bean and His A ttorney 


Not very long ago Colonel Bean, 
president of tho St. Joseph & Benton 
Harbor street railway company, biated 
before a meotlnsr of the city council 
that a street railway company could 
not sell electric lljjhta. 
In 
the re* 
celyorBhlp case now In progress before 
the circuit court the same Colonel Bean 
is trying to prove that the St. .roscph 
& Benton Harbor electric light com­ 
pany has been consolidated with a rail­ 
way company and that the electric 
light company has gone out of oxis- 
tonoc. Both statements could scarcely 
be made by a devout disciple of George 
Washington. 


Mr. Bean Is now attempting to show 
that both of the cor)X)rations were con­ 
solidated in 181).') and that the deal was 
a pei|fectly legitimate anti fair one. lie 
voted the majority of the street railway 
stock and also the majority of the 
electric ' light 
stock. 
He consoli­ 
dated the two plants and it was a 
long time afterward before the street 
railway stockholders knew anything 
about the transaction. In selling the 
lighting plant Mr. Bean received 
000in cash, $15,000 In street railway 
bonds, and then to even up the business 
Mr. Bean voted to give himself :I85 
lihares of street railway treasury stock 
m% 1100 per share, making a total ot 
•80.000 that ho received In cash, bonds 
and stock for the electric light com- 
p u n y . 


The stockholders who now ask for a 
receiver have put $21,:KK) in cold casn 
and have never received a cent In divi­ 
dends 
The road is paying six per 
cent on its heavy bonded indebtedness 
and while the stockholders are receiv­ 
ing nothing the salary of i*resldcnt 
Bean U advanced at short intervals 
He now draws f.'l,.000 per year and the 
Interest on the bonds he secured for 
his interest in the electric light com- 
nany makes his annual Income about 
•7jCw per year. 


The extension of the road last year 
coat $13,000 and the business paid the 
Interest on the additional bonds issued 
for that purpose. If the business were 
capltaliised at its real value It would be 
the greatest paying investment In the 
county. 


The com|)laining stockholders have 
offered to sell their stock for 50 cents 
on the dollar and it is pretty evident 
ihat a receiver will be appointed unless 
the case Is compromised. 
The litiga­ 
tion will not stop short of the supreme 
court. 


The ease will probably be tlnished 
this afternoon and the court will hold 
the matter under advisement.
